ARTICLE IL---AUTHORITY hereby promises and agrees with the said Contractor to employ, and
does hereby employ, the said Contractor to provide materials to do the work according to the terms
and conditions herein contained and referred to, for the prices hereinafter set forth, and hereby
contracts to pay the same at the time, in the manner and upon the conditions herein set forth; and the
said parties for themselves, their heirs, executors, administrators, successors and assigns, do hereby
agree to the full performance of the covenants herein contained.

ARTICLE III.---The State general prevailing wage rates most current edition at the date of the bid
opening are hereby made a part of this contract. It is further expressly agreed by and between the
parties hereto that should there be any conflict between the terms of this instrument and the bid or
proposal of said Contractor, then this instrument shall control and nothing herein shall be considered
as an acceptance of the said terms of said proposal conflicting herewith.

Workers’” Compensation _and Employer’s Liability Insurance — Workers’ Compensation
insurance shall be provided in an amount and form to meet all applicable requirements of the
Labor Code of the State of California. Employer’s Liability Insurance shall be provided in
amounts not less than:

Liability Insurance — The Contractor shall carry General Liability and Umbrella or Excess
Liability Insurance covering all operations by or on behalf of the Contractor providing insurance
for bodily injury liability, and property damage liability for the limits of liability indicated below
and including coverage for:

(a) premises, operations and mobile equipment.

(b) products and completed operations.

(c) broad form property damage (including completed operations).
(d) explosion, collapse and underground hazards.

(e) personal injury.

(f) contractual liability.

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Liability Limits/Additional Insureds - The limits of liability shall be at least:

(a) $2,000,000 for each occurrence (combined single limit for bodily injury and property

damage).

(b) $2,000,000 aggregate for products-completed operations.

(c) $4,000,000 general aggregate. This general aggregate limit shall apply separately to
the Contractor’s work under this Agreement.

(d) $5,000,000 umbrella or excess liability. For projects over $25,000,000 only, an
additional $20,000,000 umbrella or excess liability (for a total of $25,000,000).
Umbrella or excess policy shall include products liability completed operations
coverage and may be subject to $5,000,000 or $15,000,000 aggregate limits. Further,
the umbrella or excess policy shall contain a clause stating that it takes effect (drops
down) in the event the primary limits are impaired or exhausted.

AUTHORITY, the State of California, Fluor Corporation, Parsons Transportation Group, Inc.,
City of San Bernardino, BNSF Railway Company and their authorized officers, employees,
agents and volunteers, shall be named as additional insureds under the General Liability and
Umbrella Liability Policies with respect to liability arising out of or connected with work or
operations performed by or on behalf of the Contractor under this contract. Coverage for such
additional insureds shall not extend to liability:

(1) arising from any defective or substandard condition of the Roadway which existed at
or prior to the time the Contractor commenced work, unless such condition has been
changed by the work or scope of the work requires the Contractor to maintain existing
Roadway facilities and the claim arises from the Contractor’s failure to maintain; or

(2) for claims occurring after the work is completed and accepted unless these claims are
directly related to alleged acts or omissions of the Contractor which occurred during
the course of the work; or

(3) to the extent prohibited by Section 11580.04 of the Insurance Code.

The policy shall stipulate that the insurance afforded the additional insureds shall apply as
primary insurance. Any other insurance or self insurance maintained by AUTHORITY will be
excess only and shall not be called upon to contribute with this insurance. Such additional
insured coverage shall be provided by a policy provision or by an endorsement providing
coverage at least as broad as Additional Insured (Form B) endorsement form CG 2010, as
published by the Insurance Services Office (ISO).

Automotive Liability Insurance — The Contractor shall carry automobile liability insurance,
including coverage for all owned, hired and non-owned automobiles. The primary limits of
liability shall not be less than $1,000,000 combined single limit each accident for bodily injury
and property damage. The umbrella or excess liability coverage required under Article IX
“Liability Limits/Additional Insureds,” shall also apply to automobile liability.

Railroad Protective Liability Insurance — The Contractor shall carry Railroad Protective Liability
Insurance naming AUTHORITY, the State of California, Fluor Corporation, Parsons
Transportation Group, Inc., City of San Bemardino, BNSF Railway Company as a Named
Insured covering all operations by or on behalf of the Contractor providing insurance for bodily
injury liability, and property damage liability. The limits of liability shall not be less than
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$5,000,000 per occurrence and aggregate of $10,000,000. Separate coverage shall be obtained
for each bridge over the BNSF railroad. See Section 13 of the Special Provisions for Railroad
Insurance.

Waiver of Subrogation Rights - Contractor shall require the carriers of the above required
coverages to waive all rights of subrogation against AUTHORITY, the State of California, Fluor
Corporation, Parsons Transportation Group, Inc., City of San Bemardino, BNSF Railway
Company, and their authorized officers, employees, agents and volunteers, contractors and
subcontractors.

Policy Forms, Endorsements and Certificates — The Contractor’s General Liability Insurance
shall be provided under Commercial General Liability policy form No. CG0001 as published by
the Insurance Services Office (ISO) or under a policy form at least as broad as policy form No.
CGO0001.

Evidence of insurance in a form acceptable to AUTHORITY, including the required “additional
insured” endorsements, shall be furnished by the Contractor to AUTHORITY at or prior to the
pre-construction conference. The evidence of insurance shall provide that there will be no
cancellation, lapse, or reduction of coverage without thirty (30) days’ prior written notice to
AUTHORITY. Certificates of Insurance, as evidence of required insurance, for the General
Liability, Auto Liability and Umbrella-Excess Liability policies shall set forth deductible
amounts applicable to each policy and all exclusions which are added by endorsement to each
policy. AUTHORITY may expressly allow deductible clauses, which it does not consider
excessive, overly broad, or harmful to interests of AUTHORITY. Standard ISO form No.
CGO0001 or similar exclusions will be allowed provided they are not inconsistent with the
requirements of this section. Allowance of any additional exclusions is at the discretion of
AUTHORITY. Regardless of the allowance of exclusions or deductions by AUTHORITY, the
Contractor shall be responsible for any deductible amount and shall warrant that the coverage
provided to AUTHORITY is consistent with the requirements of this section.

Enforcement — AUTHORITY may take any steps as are necessary to assure Contractor’s
compliance with its obligations. Should any insurance policy lapse or be canceled during the
contract period the Contractor shall, within thirty (30) days prior to the effective expiration or
cancellation date, furnish AUTHORITY with evidence of renewal or replacement of the policy.
Failure to continuously maintain insurance coverage as herein provided is a material breach of
contract. In the event the Contractor fails to maintain any insurance coverage required,
AUTHORITY may, but is not required to, maintain this coverage and charge the expense to the
Contractor or terminate this Agreement. The required insurance shall be subject to the approval
of AUTHORITY, but any acceptance of insurance certificates by AUTHORITY shall in no way
limit or relieve the Contractor of the Contractor’s duties and responsibilities under the Contract
to indemnify, defend and hold harmless AUTHORITY, the State of California, Fluor
Corporation, Parsons Transportation Group, Inc., City of San Bermnardino, BNSF Railway
Company, and their authorized officers, employees, agents and volunteers. Insurance coverage
in the minimum amounts set forth herein shall not be construed to relieve the Contractor for
liability in excess of such coverage, nor shall it preclude AUTHORITY from taking other actions
as is available to it under any other provision of the contract or law. Failure of AUTHORITY to
enforce in a timely manner any of the provisions of this section shall not act as a waiver to
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enforcement of any of these provisions at a later date.

Miscellaneous — Nothing contained in the Contract is intended to make the public or any member
thereof a third party beneficiary of the Insurance or Indemnity provisions of the Contract, nor is
any term, condition or other provision of the Contract intended to establish a standard of care
owed to the public or any member thereof.

ARTICLE X.---The undersigned agrees to furnish AUTHORITY with a satisfactory Payment
Bond in an amount equal to one hundred percent (100%) of the contract amount and a
Performance Bond in an amount equal to one hundred percent (100%) of the contract amount.
These bonds shall be secured from a surety company or companies satisfactory to AUTHORITY
and shall remain in force and effect for a period of one year following the date of filing of Notice
of Completion.

ARTICLE XI.---If any legal action is instituted to enforce or declare any party’s rights
hereunder, each party, including the prevailing party, must bear its own costs and attorneys’ fees.
This paragraph shall not apply to those costs and attorneys’ fees directly arising from any third
party legal action against a party hereto and payable under Article VIII, Indemnification.

ARTICLE XII.---The parties acknowledge and agree that this Agreement was entered into and
intended to be performed in whole or substantial part in San Bernardino County, California. The
parties agree that the venue for any action or claim brought by any party to this Agreement will
be the Central District of San Bernardino County. Each party hereby waives any law or rule of
court, which would allow them to request or demand a change of venue. If any action or claim
concerning this Agreement is brought by any third party, the parties hereto agree to use their best
efforts to obtain a change of venue to the Central District of San Bernardino County.

Appendix A —Guidance Concerning Good Faith Efforts

I. When, as a recipient, you establish a contract goal on a DOT-assisted contract, a bidder must, in order
to be responsible and/or responsive, make good faith efforts to meet the goal. The bidder can meet this
requirement in either of two ways. First, the bidder can meet the goal, documenting commitments for
participation by DBE firms sufficient for this purpose. Second, even if it doesn't meet the goal, the bidder
can document adequate good faith efforts. This means that the bidder must show that it took all
necessary and reasonable steps to achieve a DBE goal or other requirement of this part which, by their
scope, intensity, and appropriateness to the objective, could reasonably be expected to obtain sufficient
DBE participation, even if they were not fully successful.

1. In any situation in which you have established a contract goal, part 26 requires you to use the good
faith efforts mechanism of this part. As a recipient, it is up to you to make a fair and reasonable judgment
whether a bidder that did not meet the goal made adequate good faith efforts. It is important for you to
consider the quality, quantity, and intensity of the different kinds of efforts that the bidder has made. The
efforts employed by the bidder should be those that one could reasonably expect a bidder to take if the
bidder were actively and aggressively trying to obtain DBE participation sufficient to meet the DBE
contract goal. Mere pro forma efforts are not good faith efforts to meet the DBE contract requirements.
We emphasize, however, that your determination concerning the sufficiency of the firm's good faith efforts
is a judgment call: meeting quantitative formulas is not required.

Il. The Department also strongly cautions you against requiring that a bidder meet a contract goal (i.e.,
obtain a specified amount of DBE participation) in order to be awarded a contract, even though the bidder
makes an adequate good faith efforts showing. This rule specifically prohibits you from ignoring bona fide
good faith efforts.

IV. The following is a list of types of actions which you should consider as part of the bidder's good faith
efforts to obtain DBE participation. It is not intended to be a mandatory checklist, nor is it intended to be
exclusive or exhaustive. Other factors or types of efforts may be relevant in appropriate cases.

A. Soliciting through all reasonable and available means (e.g. attendance at pre-bid meetings, advertising
and/or written notices) the interest of all certified DBEs who have the capability to perform the work of the
contract. The bidder must solicit this interest within sufficient time to allow the DBEs to respond to the
solicitation. The bidder must determine with certainty if the DBEs are interested by taking appropriate
steps to follow up initial solicitations.

B. Selecting portions of the work to be performed by DBEs in order to increase the likelihood that the DBE
goals will be achieved. This includes, where appropriate, breaking out contract work items into
economically feasible units to facilitate DBE participation, even when the prime contractor might
otherwise prefer to perform these work items with its own forces.

C. Providing interested DBEs with adequate information about the plans, specifications, and requirements
of the contract in a timely manner to assist them in responding to a solicitation.

D. (1) Negotiating in good faith with interested DBEs. It is the bidder's responsibility to make a portion of
the work available to DBE subcontractors and suppliers and to select those portions of the work or
material needs consistent with the available DBE subcontractors and suppliers, so as to facilitate DBE
participation. Evidence of such negotiation includes the names, addresses, and telephone numbers of
DBEs that were considered; a description of the information provided regarding the plans and
specifications for the work selected for subcontracting; and evidence as to why additional agreements
could not be reached for DBEs to perform the work.
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(2) A bidder using good business judgment would consider a number of factors in negotiating with
subcontractors, including DBE subcontractors, and would take a firm'’s price and capabilities as well as
contract goals into consideration. However, the fact that there may be some additional costs involved in
finding and using DBEs is not in itself sufficient reason for a bidder’s failure to meet the contract DBE
goal, as long as such costs are reasonable. Also, the ability or desire of a prime contractor to perform the
work of a contract with its own organization does not relieve the bidder of the responsibility to make good
faith efforts. Prime contractors are not, however, required to accept higher quotes from DBEs if the price
difference is excessive or unreasonable.

E. Not rejecting DBEs as being unqualified without sound reasons based on a thorough investigation of
their capabilities. The contractor’s standing within its industry, membership in specific groups,
organizations, or associations and political or social affiliations (for example union vs. nen-union
employee status) are not legitimate causes for the rejection or non-solicitation of bids in the contractor's
efforts to meet the project goal.

F. Making efforts to assist interested DBEs in obtaining bonding, lines of credit, or insurance as required
by the recipient or contractor.

G. Making efforts to assist interested DBEs in obtaining necessary equipment, supplies, materials, or
related assistance or services.

H. Effectively using the services of available minority/women community organizations; minority/women
contractors' groups; local, state, and Federal minority/women business assistance offices; and other
organizations as allowed on a case-by-case basis to provide assistance in the recruitment and placement
of DBEs.

V. In determining whether a bidder has made good faith efforts, you may take into account the
performance of other bidders in meeting the contract. For example, when the apparent successful bidder
fails to meet the contract goal, but others meet it, you may reasonably raise the question of whether, with
additional reasonable efforts, the apparent successful bidder could have met the goal. If the apparent
successful bidder fails to meet the goal, but meets or exceeds the average DBE participation obtained by
other bidders, you may view this, in conjunction with other factors, as evidence of the apparent successful
bidder having made good faith efforts.

On August 7, 2009 San Bernardino Associated Governments provided a preliminary determination to
Skanska-Rados A Joint Venture (Skanska-Rados) stating that it did not meet the stated Underutilized
Disadvantaged Business Enterprise (UDBE) goal of 1.83 percent on contract number C09-196. It was
further determined that the Good Faith Effort (GFE) documentation submitted by Skanska-Rados was
inadequate to support making a good faith effort toward meeting the UDBE goal. The preliminary
determination provided by SANBAG Consultant, Padilla & Associates, was attached.

On August 24, 2009, the Disadvantaged Business Enterprise Reconsideration Panel (The Panel)
composed of Olivia Fonseca, Deputy Director, Department of Transportation, Civil Rights, Edward
Salcedo, President, GCAP Service and Virginia Wilson-Wright, Compliance Contracts Officer, County of
Riverside, heard the reasons why Skanska-Rados disagreed with the preliminary determination.
Skanska-Rados addressed and elaborated on how they achieved each of the eight determining good
faith effort factors. The eight UDBE good faith effort factors are described in the “Special Provisions,
Volume Il of HiII” for Contract C09-196 dated May 8, 2009 in Section 2-1.02, Disadvantaged Business
Enterprises, pages 291-292 (copy attached) and Exhibit 15-H of the Project Proposal and Contract and
49 CFR Part 26, Appendix A, Section IV (copies attached).

The Panel considered the following clarifications to the Skanska-Rados Good Faith Effort Document
submittal. Below are the eight UDBE good faith effort factors (language from Exhibit 15-H), the
preliminary determination finding, the Skanska-Rados clarification, and the Reconsideration Panel
conclusion (if different from initial determination).

SUMMARY OF CLARIFICATIONS

A. The names and dates of each publication in which a request for UDBE participation for this project
was placed by the bidder (please attach copies of advertisements or proofs of publication).

Initial Determination:
The good faith effort for this factor was determined to be adequate.
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B. The names and dates of written notices sent to certified UDBEs soliciting bids for this project
and the dates and methods used for following up initial solicitations to determine with certainty
whether the UDBEs were interested (please attach copies of solicitations, telephone records, fax
confirmations, etc.).

Additional Information:

The original evaluation determined the contractor’s fax log was not clear if faxes were issued
and to which firms as the log did not identify the firm’s name. Additionally, one UDBE
responded to the fax solicitation and expressed an interest in bidding. The firm asked for a list
of all metals. The original evaluator contacted the firm and asked if assistance was provided
and the response was that no technical assistance would be provided beyond referring to the
specifications.

Skanska-Rados’ representative from the Small Business Exchange (SBE) indicated no one
previously asked to clarify the fax log. “Fax sent?” (Sic) meant that after SBE sent the fax to the
recipient (DBE), the receiving fax machine did not acknowledge the document’s delivery. The
SBE representative pointed to other documents to show that the faxes were in fact received as
evidenced by the response back from the firms acknowledging that the fax was received
although the report showed “Fax sent?” SBE made at least two follow-ups to the original
solicitations. UDBEs expressing interest were advised by SBE of the contact information at
Skanska-Rados. ldentification of work items solicited and the contact information for Skanska-
Rados was clear and legible on all advertisements and solicitation. SBE typically delivers a single
report to their client that reflects UDBEs who expressed interest. The explanation from SBE
regarding the fax solicitation was thorough, showed sufficient DBEs were solicited by fax,
telephone calls, advertisements, and that follow-up was made.

Further, each UDBE’s name and fax number(s) were listed on the “Record Listing” prepared by
SBE.

Southern California Metals contacted Skanska-Rados before the bid opening and requested a
“list on (Sic) all metals you are looking for....” Tom Mehas invited the representative from
Southern California Metals to come into Skanska-Rados’s office to review the specifications
together and offered to provide copies of relevant plan and specification pages. Southern
California Metals did not follow-up with the offer and there was no further contact or
communication from Southern California Metals. The explanation on the communication
between Skanska-Rados and Southern California Metals indicates assistance was offered.

Initial Determination:
The good faith effort for this factor was determined to be inadequate.

Reconsideration Panel Determination:
The Panel reviewed the information provided and determined this factor was met.

C. The items of work which the bidder made available to UDBE firms including, where
appropriate, any breaking down of the contract work items (including those items normally
performed by the bidder with its own forces) into economically feasible units to facilitate UDBE
participation. It is the bidder's responsibility to demonstrate that sufficient work to facilitate
UDBE participation was made available to UDBE firms.
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Additional Information:

Skanska-Rados identified 41 work items for sub bid (subcontracting bidding opportunities). The
identified work item was sufficient to meet the 1.83 percent UDBE goal.

Initial Determination:
The good faith effort for this factor was determined to be inadequate.

Reconsideration Panel Determination:
The Panel reviewed the information provided and determined this factor was met.

D. The names, addresses and phone numbers of rejected UDBE firms, the reasons for the bidder's
rejection of the UDBEs, the firms selected for that work (please attach copies of quotes from the
firms involved), and the price difference for each UDBE if the selected firm is not a UDBE.

Additional Information:

The following clarifications were provided:

Black IPO — a UDBE submitted a sub bid for hourly equipment rates. Skanska-Rados indicated
they did not know if they needed any of the equipment offered at the time of bid. When asked
whether the reason the sub bid was rejected was because Skanska-Rados owns and operates
the equipment offered, Skanska-Rados responded they did not know at the time of bid what
exact amount of equipment and truck services they would have on the job and placed a
standard response as the “Basis of Rejection”. Further, the sub bid included equipment that was
not compatible to the equipment needed on the contract - Mustang MTL 25 w/breaker & Street
Sweeper.

Ultra Systems — a UDBE that is currently and regularly used by Skanska-Rados on other projects
(Caltrans project in Brawley, CA). Skanska-Rados contacted Ultra and requested a sub bid for
ADL Testing. Ultra submitted a sub bid for SWPPP not ADL testing. SWPPP was not among the
items solicited for sub bids. When asked why the basis for rejection showed “Own forces” the
response was they used the standard statement and should have been more specific on the
reason for rejecting the sub bid.

AESCO — a UDBE that proposed Material testing and inspection services. These items of work
will be performed by SANBAG. When asked why the basis for rejection showed “Own forces”,
the response was they used the standard statement and should have been more specific on the
reason for rejecting the sub bid.

BW Equipment —a UDBE that offered equipment repair per the hour. Skanska-Rados indicated
they cannot anticipate the quantity of repair work that would be required throughout the
project; and a value assigned to this subcontract would be speculative. Skanska-Rados elected
not to speculate despite opportunity to enhance and meet the UDBE goal. When asked why the
basis for rejection showed “Own forces”, the response was they used the standard statement
and should have been more specific on the reason for rejecting the sub bid.

Austin Enterprises — a UDBE that offered PCC Paving work bid items 100, 107, 108, and 109. The
original evaluation indicated work item 108 was 4.9 percent within a reasonable range of the
non-UDBE sub bid and should not have been rejected as this item of work could be performed
independently. Skanska-Rados indicated this work is normally and reasonably integrated into
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work to be performed by one subcontractor. These work items are not normally performed by
multiple subcontractors. These items are not economically separable. Coffman Specialties (a
woman owned business) submitted the lowest sub bid. When asked why Coffman Specialties
fax transmission shows the sub bid was faxed on July 27, 2009 (four days after bid opening),
Skanska-Rados indicated the original sub bid was submitted before bid opening and the “final”
price quote fax reflects the verbal price adjustments which were made prior to bid opening.
Skanska-Rados provided evidence on Coffman Specialties’ original faxed sub bid which reflects
the fax transmission was made on July 23, 2009 at 13:45. The original fax sub bid shows that
the work item 108 sub bid price was not changed in the final price.

VT Electric — a UDBE that offered electrical work. The original evaluation indicated the UDBE
sub bid for optional falsework was significantly lower in price over the non-DBE. Therefore, the
UDBE sub bid on this jtem should not have been rejected. Skanska-Rados indicated the optional
electrical falsework is normally and reasonably integrated into work to be performed by one
subcontractor. These work items are not normally performed by multiple subcontractors. When
asked why MSL Electric fax transmission shows the sub bid was faxed on July 29, 2009 (six days
after bid opening), Skanska-Rados indicated the original sub bid was submitted before bid
opening and the “final” price quote fax reflects the verbal price adjustments which were made
prior to bid opening. Skanska-Rados provided evidence on MSL’s original faxed sub bid which
reflects the fax transmission was made on July 23, 2009 at 12:27. MSL’s price quote on the
original sub bid and the revised sub bid was a downward adjustment of 518,000.

American Steel Placers — a UDBE that quoted rebar prices for portions and quantity of the work
(i.e., approach slab 77 of 1760, 1 of 19 bridges). Skanska-Rados indicated this work is, normally
and reasonably, integrated into work to be performed by one subcontractor. These work items
are not normally performed by multiple subcontractors. These items are not economically
separable. Fontana’s prices were lower compared to American Steel Placers’ prices (i.e., Sound
Wall B1 151 - $103,740 or 521 percent lower, Sound Wall B1 152 - $62,920 or 266 percent
lower, Concrete Barrier - 192,035 or 41 percent).

L. Riley Trucking — a UDBE that quoted trucking services. The original evaluation indicated
trucking sub bids were solicited; however, the basis for rejecting the trucking quote was
unreasonable --- “we are unable to commit to a trucking company at this time based on hourly
rates.” When asked why they solicited trucking services and rejected the quote, Skanska-Rados
responded no trucking services were committed. They did not know at the time of the bid what
exact amount or anticipated amount of trucking services would be needed throughout the
contract and preferred not to identify a value for trucking services until they were certain of the
amount. Skanska-Rados elected not to speculate trucking services as they were aware any
amount committed would be an obligation and they preferred to have an exact commitment.

Amerc, Inc. - Prior to bid opening, Skanska-Rados contacted Mike Dickens of Amerc 4 or 5 times
by telephone and once in person. Amerc quote was 5621,438 or 38 percent higher than Bubalo,
the selected subcontractor for the same scope. Amerc also proposed a price to brokered
concrete through Associated Red-Mix. Robertson’s Ready-Mix submitted a price for the
concrete materials and was $1.1 million lower than Associated’s price.

Initial Determination:
The good faith effort for this factor was determined to be inadequate.
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Reconsideration Panel Determination:
The Panel reviewed the information provided and determined this factor was met.

E. Efforts made to assist interested UDBEs in obtaining bonding, lines of credit or insurance, and
any technical assistance or information related to the plans, specifications and requirements for
the work which was provided to UDBEs.

Additional Information:

The oariginal evaluation indicated “only a partial aspect of this requirement was included in their
advertisement...and while the bidder included a question in their telephone follow-up script,
“Can Skanska-Rados assist you in any way?” it did not record results to this question in their
“Request Fulfillment Script Results” log. Skanska-Rados responded that the multiple newspaper
advertisements and solicitations stated where to view plans and specifications and that
“Skanska-Rados will pay bond premium up to 1.5 percent”. In addition, as acknowledged by the
evaluator, each potential sub was called and specifically asked whether they needed any
assistance. SBE recorded responses only if the answer was in the affirmative. No one indicated
need for assistance during the telephone calls. As previously discussed, one UDBE requested
assistance on identifying the metals on the job and communications were held with VT Electric,
Southern California Metals, Amerc and Ultra Systems.

Initial Determination:
The good faith effort for this factor was determined to be inadequate.

Reconsideration Panel Determination:
The Panel reviewed the information provided and determined this factor was met.

F. Efforts made to assist interested UDBEs in obtaining necessary equipment, supplies, materials or
related assistance or services, excluding supplies and equipment the UDBE subcontractor
purchases or leases from the prime contractor or its affiliate.

Additional Information:
Refer to discussions to B and E.

Initial Determination:
The good faith effort for this factor was determined to be inadequate.

Reconsideration Panel Determination:
The Panel reviewed the information provided and determined this factor was met.

G. The names of agencies, organizations or groups contacted to provide assistance in contacting,
recruiting and using UDBE firms (please attach copies of requests to agencies and any responses

received, i.e., lists, Internet page download, etc.).

Initial Determination:
The good faith effort for this factor was determined to be adequate.

H. Any additional data to support a demonstration of good faith efforts (use additional sheets if
necessary).
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Additional Information:

The original evaluation indicated no additional information was provided. Skanska-Rados
responded they have a long standing commitment to DBE/UDBE participation. They provided
information on their history of exceeding their DBE goal commitment on previous projects. For
this contract, they have DBE participation of $1,912,401. They will continue to seek out
DBE/UDBEs and include UDBEs for service (trucking, equipment repair, supplies) work items.
They conduct outreach even when there is no goal specified in contracts (example, SANBAG
State Street University Parkway Project). They participate in programs and public meetings
supporting DBE programs. Skanska-Rados has a National Diversity Council Mission Statement.
Skanska-Rados and Rados have received DBE participation/outreach awards throughout the
nation. When asked why they previously did not elaborate on this factor, Skanska-Rados
responded they used the standard statement and should have been more specific on other
factors that showed their support of the DBE Program.

Initial Determination:
The good faith effort for this factor was determined to be inadequate.

Reconsideration Panel Determination:
The Panel reviewed the information provided and determined this factor was met.

With reference to the determination of the participation goal submitted by Skanska-Rados-Rados with
its bid package on the Exhibit 15-G(1), W. C. Goolsby, a UDBE, has been determined to be a regular
dealer of asphalt, therefore credit for using Goolsby is given at 60 percent of the supply amount. The
total race-conscious UDBE participation value proposed by Skanska-Rados, a Joint Venture, is 1.41
percent.

The Panel has determined Skanska-Rados made a good faith effort to meet the 1.83 percent UDBE goal
on contract number C09-196.
